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Paedophile 
gang jailed 
for total of 
107 years 

A GANG of seven paedo¬ 
philes were sentenced to a 
total of 107 years on 
Friday. 

Robin Hollyson, from 
Bedfordshire, was jailed 
for 24 years, with eight on 
licence, for his part in the 
depraved acts. 

Hollyson, 31, had pleaded 
guilty to three counts of 
raping a child under 13, 
three counts of conspiracy 
to rape a child under 13, 
sexual assault of a child 
under 13 and possessing 
indecent images of chil¬ 
dren. 

The seven twisted pals 
had access to kids who 
were raped or sexually 
assaulted while others 
watched via internet feeds. 

They carried out a ‘cam¬ 
paign of rape’ against one 
baby, while others watched 
a sex attack on a boy from 
a hotel room. 

Some used drugs to stu¬ 
pefy one boy to make him 
easier to abuse and photo¬ 
graphed themselves in 
sickening positions with 
their victims. 

The fiends, from East 
Sussex, Wiltshire, 
Hampshire, Bedfordshire, 
Hull, Manchester and 
Somerset, travelled long 
distances to get their 
hands on the boys. 

The sickening gang of 
seven men subjected three 
boys to an appalling cata¬ 
logue of abuse committed 
in 2013 and 2014. 

Bedfordshire Police 
Detective Inspector jerry 
Waite said they were the 
‘most horrendous crimes 
I’ve ever seen.’

Call for landlords to

AN estate agent is gearing up 
to do their bit to help house 
Syrian refugees. 

Myletz, based in Wellington 
Street, is calling upon Luton’s 
private landlords to come 
together to help house any 
refugees who come to live in 
Luton. 

Managing director Richard 
Gedall said: “We’re trying to 
gather as many private land¬ 
lords in Luton as we can, as 
there’s already a 5,000 strong 
waiting list for Luton 
Borough Council homes and 
they are under a lot of pres¬ 
sure to house people at the 
moment. 

“We’re eager to help in any 
way we can and want to let 
the council and the govern¬ 
ment know.” 

Last week Prime Minister 
David Cameron announced 
that the UK would accept up 
to 20,000 refugees from 
camps surrounding Syria, 
saying the UK had a ‘moral 
responsibility’ to help those 
displaced by the Syrian con¬ 
flict. 

On how the initiative’s pro¬ 
gress is going, Mr Gedall 
said: “We’ve already had a 
handful of landlords sign up, 
the majority of who are 
Muslim and worried about 
the situation and want to do 
whatever they can to help. 


“We also want to make sure 
all properties are modern, 
safe and high spec.” 

On the refugee crisis, Mr 
Gedall said: “What’s happen¬ 
ing to these people is dis¬ 
gusting and we want to do 
whatever we can to try and 
help them.” 

The estate agent’s response 
to the refugee crisis follows 
efforts by others in the town. 

Luton Housing Association 
has turned its base on 
Wellingston Street into a 
‘hub’ for people wishing to 
make donations. 

Faruk Paasha, a senior con¬ 
sultant at the organisation, 
said the media coverage of 
the situation had prompted 
them to get involved. 

He said the town had a his¬ 
tory of being ‘proactive when 
it comes to being charitable’. 

He added: “It’s happening 
on our doorstep. When you 
look at the news sometimes 
it’s stuff that’s happening 
around the world but this is 
on our doorstep. We do want 
to help with food aid and the 
normal things you send. 

“You look at it and think you 
want to take part and you get 
motivated when you see oth¬ 
ers go there and take part. 

“Maybe you see others go 
and think, ‘I cannot go that 
far’, but we can do some¬ 
thing. For us at Luton 
Community Housing we 
want to become a hub in the 
area for supplies.”

Councils’ housing talks

DISCUSSIONS between two 
councils who have spent thou¬ 
sands of pounds on legal fees 
over a housing wrangle could be 
the beginning of a ‘compromise', 
a senior councillor has said.

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Helipad planned for 
revamped hospital

THE redevelopment of a university 
hospital could see it become the first 
in the county with a dedicated heli¬ 
pad. 

At a meeting of the Luton Borough 
Council Health and Scrutiny Board 
on Thursday, an update was present¬ 
ed to councillors outlining the pro¬ 
gress of the revamp. 

Speaking at the meeting, David 
Hartshorne, programme director of 
the work said: “We want to become a 
major emergency centre for the area 
and the helipad is integral in achiev¬ 
ing that.” 

Currently, the closest hospital heli¬ 
pad is either in London, or at 
Addenbrookes in Cambridge. 

A spokeswoman for the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance said: “We are keen to 
work with our local hospitals in 
establishing a helipad close to the 
emergency department. 

“This helps us to get seriously ill 
patients to hospital rapidly. We start 
treatment on the patient as soon as 
we arrive at the incident scene, and 
continue to work with them until we 
arrive at the appropriate hospital. 

“We are delighted to hear that the 
new hospital in Luton will have a 
helipad.” 

Aside from the helipad, he also 
spoke of new state of the art women’s

and children’s facilities, new operat¬ 
ing theatres and a new main entrance. 

The cost is expected to be in the 
region of £150m. 

However, Mr Hartshorne was also 
quick to note the challenges the hos¬ 
pital will face over the coming years, 
until the planned opening in 2019. 

He said: “The next few years are 
going to be very difficult as we’ve got 
to build this new development while 
keeping disruption to both the hospi¬ 


tal and the public to a minimum. 

“We can’t promise that there will be 
no disruption, but this is one of the 
challenges which we face.” 

A planning application for the new 
helipad was submitted on July 31 and 
a decision is due from Luton Borough 
Council by November 12. 

Luton on Sunday contacted the hos¬ 
pital for a comment on the progress of 
the redevelopment but they did not 
respond before our print deadline. 


Report highlights conduct breach 


FIVE alleged breaches of a code of con¬ 
duct were received by a council com¬ 
mittee last year, a new report has 
revealed. 

An annual report into councillors at 
Luton Borough Council, which also lists 
their attendance record, states that 
four of the allegations ‘were assessed 
as requiring no further action’ while 
one has gone forward for investigation. 

John Jones, the independent chair-

man of the committee and author of 
the report, said he and his colleagues 
were waiting for a report from the indi¬ 
vidual investigating the case. 

The annual report also showed that 
only seven councillors had a 100 per 
cent attendance last year. 

It listed 28 of the authority’s 48 coun¬ 
cillors as having an attendance record 
between 70 and 100 per cent. 

The number of councillors with a 


record lower than 70 per cent was 13. 

Mr Jones has also suggested that 
councillors on the Executive Committee 
could be given more training after 
independent monitors said that ‘some 
portfolio holders are not always on top 
of their subjects’. 

He added that the ability of individu¬ 
als to chair committees was ‘variable’ 
and recommended that they be given 
‘Chairmanship Training’.

He also pointed towards 
Hollyson as being the one 
who facilitated the access 
to a baby who was 
abused. 

Three Bedfordshire 
officers were dedicated to 
the case, offering 
support to the families. 

Christopher Knight, 35, 
of Manchester; Adam 
Toms, 33, of Somerset; 
David Harsley, 51, of 
Humberside and 

Matthew Lisk, 32, of 
Sussex, also entered 
guilty pleas for a range of 
offences. 

Two of the men, John 
Denham, 49, of Wiltshire, 
also known as Benjamin 
Harrop, and Matthew 
Stansfield, 34, of 
Hampshire, denied the 
charges put to them, but 
they were found guilty by 
a jury on Wednesday. 

Both were charged with 
conspiracy to rape a child 
under 13. 

Denham was found not 
guilty of conspiracy to 
rape but guilty of an 
alternative charge of con¬ 
spiracy to sexually 
assault. 

Stansfield was found 
guilty of two counts of 
conspiracy to rape the 


same boy. 

The court heard none of 
the parents of the chil¬ 
dren involved had any 
idea their sons were 
being abused. 

The family of a 
Bedfordshire victim said: 
“No family ever wants to 
find that their child has 
been the victim of abuse, 
nor would they ever 
knowingly put their child 
at risk. 

“As a family we now 
need to mend - seeing the 
perpetrators being 
brought to justice is the 
first step.” 

Knight was sentenced 
to 24 years, with 18 in 
custody and six on 
licence. Toms got 16 
years, with 12 in custody 
and four on licence. 

Stansfield got 14 years, 
locked up for ten with 
four on licence. 

Denham got 12 years - 
eight in custody, four on 
licence. 

Lisk was handed seven 
years - four in custody, 
three on licence. 

They all received 
extended sentences, with 
the expection of Harsley 
who was handed a two 
year prison sentence. 

Lisk and Toms sobbed 
silently as the sentences 
were passed.

Plans for 14 new 
gypsy sites tabled

PROPOSALS to build 14 permanent traveller 
pitches to combat costly illegal settlements 
will be discussed by councillors this week. 

Luton Borough Council wants to create the 
pitches on the tennis courts at the old 
Regional Sports Centre in St Thomas’s Road 
between now and 2025. 

The area already has traveller pitches set up 
by government funding from 2003 but one 
resident has expressed some reservations over 
adding more. 

The resident, who wishes to remain anony¬ 
mous said: “The ones that are over there are 
okay but I do know that other residents are 
against the idea. 

“The majority are good and there are no 
problems at all. But you get the odd one; you 
will always get that, won’t you?” 

Throughout the summer the council has had 
to contend with illegal encampments being 
set up all the over the town, including one in 
Lea Manor where human waste was left in 
some woods next to a playing field. 

More than £3,000 was spent last year clear¬ 
ing up the mess left by travellers who moved 
onto parks and in 2013 the police had to be 
called to St Thomas’s Road to remove a group 
of 26 caravans. 

The proposals are part of the council’s draft 
local plan which sets its planning policies for 
2011-2031. In the document, a council officer 
said the authority had ‘no alternative’ but to 
provide a local for new pitches.

This week Howard Chandler continues his 
mini series on Luton’s links to Vauxhall... 


HANCOCK Drive is one of the longer roads in 
Bushmead and is named after Alfred John 
Hancock. He was born in 1885 in London and 
joined Vauxhall as a marine engine appren¬ 
tice before its move to Luton. 

He kept his interest in boats but was one of 
many young men attracted by the opportuni¬ 
ties offered by the emerging car industry. 

Alfred became well-known for racing and 
record breaking attempts, driving Vauxhall 
works’ cars in hill climbs and speed trials. 

In the 1905 Isle of Man TT Race he drove a 
modified Vauxhall 12/14 car and was slightly 
injured when a wheel broke whilst taking a 
corner. Five years later he drove the first 
20hp car to exceed lOOmph. 

The 1911 census shows him living in 
Conway Road with his wife and daughter and 
having the position of assistant works man¬ 
ager. He later became works manager and 
played a major role in his time with the firm.

MENINGITIS Research Loundation is 
encouraging the public to take up new free 
meningitis vaccines for babies, teenagers 
and first time university students during 
Meningitis Awareness Week (14 -20 
September).

Fraud crackdown 
stops £388k loss

MORE than £380,000 of tax¬ 
payers' money has been 
saved by council workers 
clamping down on benefit 
fraud, a new report has 
revealed. 

Officers from Luton 
Borough Council said they 
also secured 21 sanctions - 
including 12 prosecutions - 
during their investigations 
in 2014/15. 

A report produced by the 


authority’s Audit & 
Investigations Team revealed 
that last year they managed 
to stop £388, 821 from lost to 
fraudulent claims by resi¬ 
dents. This came after the 
team received 422 allega¬ 
tions of fraud. 

However, they only investi¬ 
gated 287 after checking the 
claims with other agencies. 

The report’s publication 
follows criticism levelled at 
the council earlier this year 
after it emerged it had writ¬ 
ten off a number of housing 


benefit overpayments, 
including one worth £27,687. 

Other data released by 
charity Money Advice Trust 
also showed that the author¬ 
ity had called bailiffs 12,871 
times during 2014/15 to col¬ 
lect unpaid debt. 

The council is required to 
produce a report on benefit 
fraud each year but changes 
to welfare credits mean that 
responsibility for investiga¬ 
tions has now been trans¬ 
ferred to the Department for 
Work and Pensions.

Family Announcements 
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Fanelli death due 
to ‘blunt trauma’

A PATHOLOGIST has told the 
Adam Fanelli murder trial of 
the injuries he found when 
he carried out a post mortem 
on him the day after his body 
had been discovered on the 
edge of a Buckinghamshire 
traveller site. 

Home Office Pathologist Dr 
Nicholas Hunt told the jury at 
Luton Crown Court that from 
his examination of Mr 
Fanelli, who was 31, he con¬ 
cluded that the cause of his 
death was ‘blunt head/facial 
injuries.’ 

He told the hushed court 
how he he found abrasions 
and bruises over the dead 
man’s head and face and 
small rounded bruises on his 
arms, suggested he had been 
forcefully gripped. 

Dr Hunt was giving evi¬ 
dence just feet from the fam¬ 
ily of Mr Fanelli who were 
seated in the court to hear 
the evidence. 

They included his partner 
who gave birth to their third 
child just a month after his 
death in March of this year. 

On trial are Addy McAllister, 
34, of Charlesworth Street,

Bolsover, Derbyshire and 
Jemma Price, 30, of Ridgeway, 
Kensworth. 

They plead not guilty to the 
murder of Mr Fanelli in the 
early hours of March 17 this 
year. 

Adam Fanelli’s body was 
discovered in a field beside 
the Nash Park Travellers Site 
near Milton Keynes, later that 
morning. 

The court has been told he 
had suffered a severe beating 
and his body was covered in 


more than 150 bruises. 

It’s was also stated by the 
prosecution that a red T shirt 
found near the site was sub¬ 
jected to DNA analysis, which 
pointed to Jemma Price being 
a recent or regular wearer of 
the garment. 

DNA profiling of blood 
found on the T shirt indicat¬ 
ed it could have come from 
Mr Fanelli, the jury was told. 

Both denied being respon¬ 
sible for his death.

Clock watching 
at historic refurb

LUTON’S iconic Town Hall 
clock tower is currently 
undergoing a lengthy refur¬ 
bishment which should 
return the building to 
looking like new.

Donor mum says

“SEVEN days to Yes”. 

That is the name of the 
week-long campaign ending 
today and being spearhead¬ 
ed by the NHS Blood and 
Transplant service. 

It started with the revela¬ 
tion that the number of peo¬ 
ple in the UK donating their 
organs fell for the first time 
in 11 years, a drop the ser¬ 
vice wants to stop by creat¬ 
ing a dialogue which will 
‘help break down barriers 
and taboos around organ 
donation’. 

Across Bedfordshire there 
are 89 people waiting for a 
transplant and last year 43 
people in the county had 
their lives saved or trans¬ 
formed because of deceased 
organ donation. 

This is against a backdrop 
of 195,917 people in the 
county registered on the 
Organ Donor Register. 

Someone whose life has 
been changed by organ 
donation is Luton’s three¬ 
time World Transplant 
cycling champion, Ottilie 
Quince. 

The physiotherapist had to 
halt her football career in 
2007 when blood tests 
revealed she had a life- 
threatening illness. 

She needed a kidney trans¬ 



plant and had one from her 
mother Lesley Ranson the 
following year. 

Lesley said: “We all put 
ourselves up, but two of my 
sons were not compatible. 

“You think that your rela¬ 
tives are compatible but it’s 
not always so. To watch a 
child go downhill is a terrible 
thing and I thought I would 
be too old but apparently my 


kidney was really good. 

“We held out of doing the 
transplant until she did her 
physio exams and after that 
we went to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital and did it there. 

“When she came back she 
had wires all over her but it 
worked straight away. They 
say that the first few hours 
are crucial and the kidney 
could be rejected but it was

AT 8pm on Friday, September 
18 at Twickenham, following a 
ceremony expected to celebrate 
the day William Webb Ellis 
picked up a football and ran 
with it at Rugby School in 1823, 
England will line up against Fiji 
and the eighth Rugby World 
Cup will witness its opening act. 

The six weeks which follow 
might not produce an epic 
sub-plot to rival that of Nelson 
Mandela, Springbok captain 
Francois Pienaar and the birth 
of the Rainbow Nation 20 years 
ago, but they will provide a 
welcome alternative to the great 
god of Premier League football 
as well as answering some of 
rugby’s most intriguing 
questions. 

Can the northern hemisphere, 
in its own backyard, add to its 
solitary World Cup triumph, 
when England prevailed in 
Sydney 12 years ago? 

Can Ireland use their 
back-to-back Six Nations 
triumphs to provide 
inspirational forward Paul 
O’Connell, in almost certainly 
his last tournament, with a 
farewell fit for one of the greats? 

Will Scotland, who seem at 
last to have remembered how to 
score tries under head coach 
Vem Cotter, be one of the 
tournament’s dangerous floaters? 

Which France will turn up, 
the one which lost embarrassingly 
to Tonga in the group phase four 
years ago or the one which lost 
undeservedly by a single point 
to New Zealand in the final? 

Most of all, can anyone 
depose reigning champions New 
Zealand, whose legendary black 
shirts with the silver fern have 
become a barometer of 
excellence sweeping all before 
them these past four years? But 
the first question has to be: Who 
will emerge from the so-called 
group of death? 

All major tournaments benefit 
when competition is keen from 
the opening gun. Pool A 
supplies just that, pitching 
England, Australia and Wales 
against each other, with the 
dangerous Fiji also in the mix 
while Uruguay provide the only 
‘soft touch’. 

One of the big guns is bound 
to depart at the pool stage. 

The chances are that the 
‘Twickenham factor’ will ensure 
it is not England. True, Stuart 
Lancaster’s men have displayed 
a worrying lack of discipline in 
their warm-up matches. At times 
they haemorrhage penalties 
while the set-piece at scrums 
and line-outs, the bedrock of 
their success, has proved to be 
fragile of late. 

But, just as in 1966 when Alf 
Ramsey’s team lifted the 
football World Cup at Wembley, 
they have home advantage. All 
England’s big games are at 
Twickenham, where a packed 
house will belt out Jerusalem 
and Swing Low Sweet Chariot, 
and the added value from such 


stirring emotion should not be 
under-estimated. 

England also have a prolific 
kicker in fly-half George Ford, a 
brilliant running full-back in 
Mike Brown and speedy 
three-quarters such as Anthony 
Watson with sublime finishing 
skills. The onus is on the pack 
to iron out recent problems and 
supply enough possession. 

It is difficult not to see 
Australia also progressing. They 
have flourished under coach 
Michael Cheika, and look a 
much more coherent squad 
since their series defeat by the 
Lions in 2013. 

A recent triumph against New 
Zealand in Sydney underlined 
their progress, especially up 
front, where they are bigger and 
beefier with the presence of 
players such as Scott Sio and 
Sekope Kepu, while Tongan- 
bom former rugby league player 
Israel Folau provides the 
back-line stardust. 

All of which is not good news 
for Wales. The Welsh are not 
easy to evaluate. They will 
certainly not lack fitness after 
heat training in Doha and 
copious jogs up the inclines of 
the Swiss Alps, but will sorely 
miss the devastating kicking of 
Leigh Halfpenny and silky skills 
of scrum-half Rhys Webb, who 
pulled out through injury. 

Fly-half Dan Biggar will have 
to control the ebb and flow of a 
match better than he has done to 
date. And George North must 
produce the consistent brilliance 
he displayed as a British and 


Irish Lion in Australia in 2013. 
Too often for Wales, North has 
been on the periphery, rather 
than at the core of the action. 

But then World Cups have 
always demanded big players 
stand tall on the grandest stage. 

It is why Ireland will be 
looking to fly-half Jonathan 
Sexton, arguably the game’s 
most complete playmaker now 
that New Zealand No. 10 Dan 
Carter has shown signs of 
slipping ever so gradually over 
the hill. 

It is why France, with a pack 
more solid than at any time 
under Philippe Saint-Andre will 
hope veteran Frederic Michalak 
can display one more sustained 
cameo of brilliance to augment 
the finishing talents of Yoann 
Huget and the physical presence 
of Mathieu Bastareaud. 

Yet, following the completion 
of 48 matches in 13 venues 
across England and Wales, 
when it comes to who will lift 
the World Cup at Twickenham 
on October 31 it is difficult to 
see it in the hands of anyone 
other than New Zealand’s 
Richie McCaw, the most capped 
Test rugby player of all-time. 

McCaw, the man who played 
the last World Cup final with a 
broken foot, is the epitome of 
the cerebral rugby player. It is 
the marrying of the mental and 
the physical which makes 
McCaw arguably the best of all 
time. 

Few would argue that if New 
Zealand won a third World Cup 
it would be a fitting finale. 


Richie McCaw has 
been a colossus 
for New Zealand, 
but can he lead 
them to another 
World Cup 
triumph?

W Denton really Is related to 
the author Rudyard Kipling 


Denton: the man 
who would be king

DAVID DENTON is the sort of 
man who lives by the maxim 
that no rugby player should ever 
take a backward step. 

It is why he has no problem 
in declaring that Scotland can 
win the World Cup, despite 
having lost all five matches in 
this year’s Six Nations 
championship. 

Already the all-action 
Scotland No.8 has weighed up 
the possibilities of lining up in 
Pool B alongside South Africa, 
Samoa, Japan and the United 
States. He said: “Our first goal 
is to get out of the pool and then 
give ourselves every chance of 
winning the World Cup. We are 
in this sport to win. 

“We have tough games, 
particularly against South Africa 
and Samoa, that we need to 
make sure we perform well in. 
It’s a pool I think we can do 



well in and then, if we get a 
favourable quarter-final, we 
move on from there.” 

Where does the optimism, 
some might say romanticism, 
come from? A clue is in the 
name. David Kipling Denton. 

Denton really is related to 
Rudyard Kipling, the short-story 
writer, poet and novelist chiefly 
renowned for his tales and 
poems of British soldiers in 
India and his imaginative stories 
for children. It is not exactly the 


closest of relationships, but it is 
on his father’s side and Denton 
has described it as “his 
grandfather’s great uncle once 
removed”. 

No matter, the famous genes 
are in there somewhere and 
Denton, who was bom in 
Marondera, Zimbabwe, and 
educated in South Africa, was 
brought up on a diet of The 
Jungle Book, If and The Man 
Who Would Be King. 

Stirring tales are in his DNA 
and with Scotland - who lost 
narrowly to Ireland in their 
warm-up match in August - 
showing signs of significant 
improvement, there is hope that 
the saltires might be fluttering 
jauntily when the team start 
their campaign against Japan at 
Gloucester on September 23. 
There is much to suggest this is 
Denton’s time. 

In 2011 he was disappointed, 
missing out on the World Cup 


squad after coming off the 
bench and impressing in a 10-6 
win over Ireland in a warm-up 
match. In retrospect, at 22, he 
was too green, although his 6ft 
5ins 17st 71b frame marked him 
out as one for the future. 

As Scotland failed to reach 
the knockout stage for the first 
time in their history in that 
World Cup, perhaps fate was 
looking after the man whose 
rampaging mnning in the loose, 
have been one of the bright 
lights in what has been a dark 
period in Scotland mgby. 

Denton’s flaxen locks make 
him unmistakeable when he is 
first to the breakdown point, 
first with the tackle, first with an 
inspired counter. 

They are admirable qualities. 
However, whatever Denton 
says, they will not be enough 
for Scotland to win this World 
Cup. But don’t mle out the odd 
shock.

lain Henderson, tipped to succeed Paul O’Connell as Ireland’s next captain, goes over

IAIN HENDERSON has 
challenged Ireland to give “the 
ultimate athlete” Paul O’Connell 
a fitting Test finale by producing 
their best-ever run. 

Tight-five talisman O’Connell 
will retire from the Test arena 
after this year’s tournament, and 
he will then be swapping his 
home province of Munster for 
the enticing Cote d’Azur 
shores at Toulon. 

The 3 5-year-old lock enters 
the global gathering as Ireland’s 
oldest captain of all time, but in 
scintillating and gritty form, 
with Joe Schmidt’s men sitting 
second in the world rankings. 

Ulster lock Henderson 
admitted Ireland are targeting 
a first-ever semi-final as much 
for national treasure O’Connell 
as anything else. 

“He’s been a real talisman 
for Munster as well as Ireland 
for years and years, and of 
course no one is going to 
begrudge him that move to 
France,” said Henderson. 

“The main challenge now is 
for us to hopefully go further in 
the tournament than Ireland ever 
have - that would be the ideal 
send-off for him, if we could. 

“He’s obviously a fantastic 
leader and captain on the pitch, 
but what people don’t really 
see is how professional he is 
off the pitch. 

“He has an impeccable diet 
and approach, and the way he 



trains is phenomenal. He is the 
ultimate athlete.” 

Imposing Ulster lock 
Henderson has long since been 
earmarked as O’Connell’s 
natural successor, but the 
23-year-old is understandably 
refusing to look to the future. 

The powerful second row 
insists O’Connell can continue 
to set the standard at the 
tournament, when Ireland take 
on France, Italy, Canada and 
Romania in Pool D. 

Head coach Schmidt’s men 
will open their campaign by 
facing Canada at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
September 19, with Henderson 
adamant O’Connell will lead 
from the front with the exacting 
lineout coordination and bullish 
grunt work that has underpinned 
Ireland’s two consecutive 
RBS 6 Nations title charges. 

When the old warhorse 
departs for a sojourn in a 
southern French field, 
Henderson and company can 
battle over his starting berth. 


The Ulster man might be 
favourite, but will not allow 
thoughts to stray from the 
challenge, or the captain’s 
example he must still follow. 

“I learned so much from 
just watching him in my early 
days, and of course then from 
playing against him,” said 
Henderson. 

“Those inter-provincial 
matches are seriously tough 
battles, and going up against 
guys like that really helps you 
learn quickly.” 

Kiwi boss Schmidt has kept 
his Irish charges guessing all 
summer as to his preferred 
selection plans. 

True to form, the demanding 
boss has shrouded his thoughts 
in mystery in a bid to keep his 
players on edge - and therefore 
in focus. 

Henderson believes Schmidt 
has more than enough credit in 
the bank for the Ireland squad to 
commit wholeheartedly to his 
relentless regime. 

“Joe wouldn’t be doing 
anything if he didn’t have a 
logical explanation for it,” 
said Henderson. 

“If you were to take the time 
and ask him why we were doing 
specific things then he would 
always have an answer for that. 

“He’s meticulous in his 
planning - everything we do is 
for a reason. 

“Again, that’s just another 
way of everyone staying sharp 
and on their toes.”

ONE of Luton’s longest running entertain¬ 
ment clubs is marking its 70th year this com¬ 
ing January.

COMING from a line of musicians 
with a heritage stretching back to 
the Mughal Courts of the 15th cen¬ 
tury is not easy but judging by the 
noise being made about Ustad 
Shafqat Ali Khan, he is not doing 
too bad.

Five star VW Touran is one 
of safest family cars in UK 



CHRISTMAS PRESENT? The new Volkswagen Touran comes out in December 


The all-new Volkswagen Touran 
has been awarded a five-star rat¬ 
ing by independent safety organi¬ 
sation Euro NCAP - with an over¬ 
all score that marks it out as one 
of the safest and most protective 
family cars in the industry. 

Set to arrive in the UK in 
December, the new Touran 
excelled in the latest round of 
Euro NCAP tests, thanks to its a 
first-class safety package that 
includes an optimised body 
structure, highly effective belt, 
seat and airbag combination and 
innovative driver assistance sys¬ 
tems. The Touran performed 
strongly in all four key areas: 
occupant protection for adults 
and children, pedestrian protec¬ 
tion and safety assistance, and 
highlighted Volkswagen’s com¬ 
mitment to occupant and pedes¬ 
trian safety.

Mazda pulls out all the stops and 
condenses all the best bits of the 
gorgeous CX-5 into a smaller 
package. The CX-3 comes in 
front or all-wheel drive, and is 
offered with petrol or diesel 
power. It’s light and it’s good 
looking, with a chunky 
equipment list and reasonable 
pricing. What more could you 
ask for? 

Like most crossovers in this 
class, the CX-3 is offered with 
a choice of front or all-wheel 
drive chassis, and petrol and 
diesel engines. The petrol 
engines comprise 120 or 150PS 
2.0-litre units which together 
will account for around 50 per 
cent of UK sales. Available in 
all trims, with both manual 
and automatic transmissions, 
the 120PS powerplant with 
front-wheel drive is sure to be 
the most popular petrol variant. 
The 150PS petrol unit is mated 
to an all-wheel drive chassis 
and a six-speed manual gearbox 
in Sport Nav trim. The 105PS 
1.5-litre diesel engine will power 
predominantly front-wheel drive 
models, although the range¬ 
topping Sport Nav is all-wheel 
drive and is also offered with 
both manual and automatic 
transmissions.

Luton Town turned late, late losers again as 
Liam Noble lashed a 93rd minute winner for 
Notts County to shatter a Hatters fight-back. 

It’s becoming a familiar and painful plot- 
line but this third recurrence in seven League 
Two games - and a fifth time a late goal has 
been scored this term - was made all the 
more devastating at Meadow Lane after they 
came from two goal down. 

Then, deep into injury time, Scott Cuthbert 
took one for the team with a professional foul 
on two-goal Izale McLeod to see red for deny¬ 
ing the striker the chance of 91th minute hat- 
trick. But there was further punishment to 
come, with an unstoppable free-kick. 

Before that, Luton had sprung into life in the 
71st minute, with a five-minute rescue act 
from Cameron McGeehan and Jonathan 
Smith, they looked like they could even pinch 
a winner but other than that they were sec¬ 
ond best. 

They still should have seen it out to claim a 
point but, after a first victory at Cambridge 
last week, it was one step forward and two 
steps back. 

And it is stinging finales like this that would 
make even the most ardent optimist wonder 
whether promotion from the Football 
League’s basement division may take as infu¬ 
riatingly long to achieve as their passage out 
of the Conference. 

Like County, club history has contributed to 
a position as favourites for success this term 
and between them they recruited 31 new 
players during the summer transfer window. 
But with 19 of them heading to Nottingham, 


on this evidence that can now scarcely be 
used as an excuse for Luton’s problems, 
though something is not right at the back.

and a Danny Green free-kick was all that 
troubled former Manchester United keeper 
Roy Carroll. 

Tyler, on the other hand, was picking the 
ball out of the net again three minutes into 
the second half when a tackle ricocheted into 
the path of McLeod and the striker dinked 
with finesse over the outrushing goalie. 

With the hosts comfortable and looking the 
likelier to score, Town struck back when a 
darting run and cross by Josh McQuoid found 
its way to McGeehan via Craig Mackail- 
Smith. The midfielder’s shot carried just 
enough power to flick off Carroll’s fingertips 
and into the roof of the net for his ninth in 40 


appearances for the club. With the Hatters 
pressing for an equaliser Tyler came to his 
side’s rescue to deny Adam Campbell and 
moments later Luton surged up the other end 
and Smith slammed in a stunning equaliser 
from 25 yards. 

An offside flag spared Town with four min¬ 
utes remaining as County had a second goal 
of the afternoon chalked off and it should 
have set the alarm bells ringing.
